REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD, 


The  School  Board  of  Bow  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report. 

We  have  had  during  the  year  eight  schools  and  t\^■elve 
teachers.  Where  teachers  have  given  good  satisfaction 
we  have  endeavored  to  retain  them  in  the  same  school, 
as  we  think  when  a  teacher  has  learned  the  dispositions 
and  capacities  of  pupils,  it  is  a  great  point  gained,  and 
the  teacher  is  thus  enabled  to  keep  a  better  school. 

We  believe  the  teachers,  as  a  rule,  have  labored  faith- 
fully and  the  parents  and  scholars  have  worked  in  har- 
mon}'  with  them,  and  we  think  the  schools  have  made  a 
fair  advancement.  The  registers  show  a  large  percent- 
age of  tardiness  and  days  of  absence.  This  should  not 
be.  The  irregular  scholar  not  onl\'  retards  his  own 
progress,  but  interrupts  the  whole  school.  If  every 
scholar  would  be  in  school  every  school  day  and  pay 
attention  to  buisincss  until  night,  and  continue  in  this 
way  through  the  term,  we  should  see  a  wonderful  ad- 
vancement in  knowledge  and  hear  less  complaint  about 
our  schools.  We  think,  to  blame  the  parents  for  the 
irregular  attendance  of  pupils  is  placing  the  responsi- 
bility where  it  properly  belongs.  When  we  reflect  that 
the  great  mass  of  our  population  receive  their  entire 
education  in  our  common  schools,  we  are  led  to  con- 
sider the  importance  of  a  faithful  attendance  on  the  part 
of  the  pupils. 

We  have  been  much  pleased  the  past  year  to  have  so 
many  of  the  parents  visit  the  schools  :  it  shows  they  are 
interested  in  education,  and  greatly  encourages  the 
children. 
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At  considerable  expense,  we  have  placed  in  each 
school  '•  Language  Charts,"  from  the  American  Book 
Company.  These  we- think  will  be  appreciated  by  the 
teachers  and  will  be  a  great  help  to  the  younger  scholars. 

The  liberality  of  the  district  for  the  past  few  years,  in 
appropriating  money  for  new  houses  and  needed  re- 
pairs, has  been  money  well  spent,  and  we  now  have  as 
good,  if  not  better,  schoolhouses  than  most  rural  towns. 

The  old  No.  2  schoolhouse  and  ihe  old  North  Bow 
house  have  been  sold,  and  a  new^  house  finished  at 
North  Bov\'.  during  the  year.  There  have  also  been  a 
few  needed  repairs  on  other  houses.  A  small  amount 
yearly,  to  keep  \Yhat  buildings  we  have,  painted,  shin- 
gled, and  otherwise  repaired,  would  seem  to  be  all  that 
is  needed  for  the  present. 

The  money  belonging  to  what  was  tormerlv  District 
No.  6,  has  been  paid  to  the  District  treasurer,  and  an 
extra  term  of  school  has  been  provided  for  that  section. 

BOW    MILLS. 

Spring  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Ida  L.  Lake,  of 
Pembroke.  Owing  to  diphtheria  prevailing  in  the 
neighborhood,  this  school,  the  largest  in  town,  com- 
menced with  but  three  scholars,  but  it  soon  increased  to 
the  usual  number,  and  the  examination  at  the  close  of 
term  showed  that  all  had  improved  their  time  well. 

Fall  term  w^as  under  the  management  of  Miss  Sadie 
E.  Neal,  of  Meredith,  a  teacher  of  considerable  expe- 
rience, who  labored  faithfully  tor  the  welfare  of  the 
school,  and  with  excellent  success.  We  have  no  hesi- 
tation in  pronouncing  her  one  of  our  best  teachers. 

WHITE. 

Spring  term  taught  by  Miss  Lizzie  A.  Hammond,  of 
this  town,  wdio  has   taught  several  terms  in   town,  and 
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we  think  she  fully  sustained  her  reputation  as  an  able 
teacher. 

Fall  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Ida  Colby,  of  Man- 
chester. This  was  Miss  Colby's  first  attempt  at  teach- 
ing, and  we  think  she  taught  a  good  school  and  gained 
the  good  will  oi   both  parents  and  scholars. 

RIVER    ROAD. 

Spring  term  was  in  charge  of  Miss  Winnie  E.  Davis, 
of  Hooksett,  who  has  taught  several  terms  in  this 
school,  always  giving  satislaction  as  a  teacher,  and  this 
term  was  no  exception. 

Fall  term  taught  by  Mrs.  Ada  A.  French,  of  this 
town.  Mrs.  French  has  had  some  experience  as  a 
teacher.  The  school  appeared  well  when  visited  by 
vour  committee,  and  good  advancement  was  made. 

NORTH    BOW. 

Spring  term  taught  by  Miss  Hattie  B.  Sanborn,  of 
Loudon.  This  is  a  small  school,  but  Miss  Sanborn  has 
a  thoroughness  in  her  work  which  cannot  fail  of  good 
results.  We  should  have  been  glad  to  have  retained 
her  longer  as  a  teacher. 

Fall  term  taught  by  Miss  Gertrude  E.  Quimby,  of 
this  town.  This  was  Miss  Qiiimby's  first  attempt  at 
teaching.  She  has  a  good  deal  of  life  and  ambition  in 
a  schoolroom  —  a  very  essential  feature.  We  think  she 
will  make  a  fine  teacher.  The  school  showed  remark- 
ably well  on  examination. 

BROWN    HILL. 

Spring  and  fall  terms  taught  by  Miss  Emma  Putney, 
of  this  town.  Miss  Putney  is  an  old  teacher  and  good 
results  always  come  from  her  efforts.  Owing  to  sick- 
ness in  the  school  the  fall  term  was   but  thirteen  weeks. 
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BOG. 


Both  terms  were  taught  by  Miss  Cora  M.  Colby,  of 
this  town.  Miss  Colby  is  a  young  lady  of  excellent 
character  and  good  education,  and  could  not  fail  to  keep 
a  good  school.  We  think  she  will  make  a  superior 
teacher. 

SOUTH    BOW. 

Spring  term  taught  b}^  Edwin  A.  Colb}'.  Mr.  Colb\' 
is  a  fine  scholar,  and  we  think  earnest  in  his  endeavors 
to  keep  a  good  school.  Were  we  to  suggest  a  failing, 
would  say  his  manners  are  somewhat  abrupt. 

Fall  term  taught  by  Miss  Ida  L.  Lake,  of  Pembroke.
